delicacy, grace, rarity, reserve and 
tact.

Kentucky had trained his rare mind 
to a marked degree as ia shown in his 
rich descriptions of natural scenes. 
His

their 
delicacy. 
T h rm j* his essays, Mr 
Alien first won fPEtc recognition 
His first essays in the Blue Grass 
region of Kentucky are productions 
refined, delicate and endearing. 
“ Uncle Tom at Home” is but an 
enlargement on certain portions of 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin.” His 
short 
stories contributed to the leading 
magazines abound in pathos and are 
marked with the spirit of renuncia­ 
tion. 
“ The White Cow” and 
“ Sister 
Dolorosa” is his first attempt at fic­ 
tion.

Was Flagged at Rock Island 
Junction Last Night. 


BUT THREE MEN 
DISAPPEARED 


In Timber When They Saw It Was 
a Freight Train. 


Three men flagged C. & N. 
W. 
freight train No. 119 this morning 
near Rock Island Junction, probably 
under the impressiou that it was pas­ 
senger train No. 3, due there shortly 
after 2 o’clock. When they saw that 
it was a freight train they disappeared 
into the dense woods at either side cf 
the track. 
The engineer of the 
freight train first saw a red light be­ 
ing swung across the track about three 
quarters of a mile west of Rock Island 
Junction, where the track is bor­ 
dered by dense timber. He brought 
his train nearly to a stop and saw 
that beside the man in the middle of 
the track there was one at each side 
of the rails. 
When they saw that it 
was not the passenger train the men 
with curses dashed out the lantern 
and leaped into the woods at the side 
of the right of way. The engineer 
crowded on steam and when the train

The 
Morrison police force was routed out 
aad with the addition of several rail­ 
road men, all armed to the teeth, the 
posse went to the scene of the at 
tempt and scoured the vicinity.

H ow to M ake a L ig h t 
Fluffy W h ip 
an d a H e av y or S olid O ne. 
Cream is usually skimmed from milk 
which has been stan d in g for twelve 
hours. 
It is then comparativ ely thin . 
Set it asid e for twen ty-four hours or 
so lon ger an d it will hav e perceptibly 
thicken ed . In man y of our large cities 
cream is d iv id ed in to three 
grades— 
thin cream, which is quite n ew; coffee 
cream, which is somewhat thicker, an d 
heavy or “d ouble” cream, which is 
very thick, the price v aryin g according 
to its body or thickn ess. The first two 
grades of cream may be used for whip­ 
pin g where a light, fluffy whip is de­ 
sired. 
W here a heav y or solid whip, 
such as is n eed ed for fillin g 
meringues, 
ad d in g to hot chocolate or to a Bava­ 
rian cream, is n eed ed , the heavy or 
“d ouble” cream is chosen . 
To whip cream so as to produce a 
light froth, turn the cream in to a bowl 
an d stan d the bowl In a pan of 
cold or 
Iced w ater; if it seems quite thick pour 
In a little milk. 
Hav e read y also a 
siev e, ov er which is loosely laid a piece 
of cheesecloth—place this on a soup 
plate or in an other bowl. The whip or 
churn used is a 
lon g tin cylin d er 
pierced round the lower en d w ith holes 
and containing a d asher, which may or 
may not be perforated. 
Place this in 
the cream so that the lower en d touch­ 
es the bottom of the bowl, slan t It a 
little and work the dasher up and down 
with short quick strokes. 
In a mo­ 
ment bubbles will begin to rise. 
Stir 
the first under; then, when the froth 
rises in a uniform manner, skim it off 
with a spoon and lay it In the covered 
sieve. 
Continue to do this until no 
more froth will rise, returning to the! 
bowl the liquid which has d rain ed 
from the whip. 
To whip heavy cream the same whip 
or churn may be used, or the cream 
may be placed in a small tin churn 
w ife wire paddles and a crank; if very 
thick, an egg beater will be sufficient 
Whip 
slowly 
but steadily , 
stirring 
down the froth as it rises, until the- 
cream thickens uniformly to such an 
extent that it can almost be cut with a 
knife. 
With cream of such body It is 
very 
necessary 
that 
the whipping 
should not be continued for a stroice 
more than is necessary or the novice 
may find that she has changed her de­ 
sired whip to a flue lump of butter. 
It 
is for this reason that care must al­ 
way s be taken to have the cream as 
thoroughly chilled as possible before 
whipping, and in summer it is usually 
desirable to stand the bo^l in a pan 
of cracked ice or iced water.—Table 
Talk.

A Port Arthur newspaper 
estimated the Russian loss at 200 killed 
and 800 wounded, the J apanese hoss at 
17,000 killed and wounded. The J apan­ 
ese attacking force was estimated at 
180.000. On the night of J uly 28 a true** 
was declared for the purpose of bury - 
iug the dead, which strewed the Hills. 
The main force of the Russian army 
defending Port Arthur is now inside 
the numerous permanent forts which 
constitute the fortress.

Germanus, at the request, 
of the hard pressed islanders, led them ; 
against the Piets and Scots, who hud 
adv anced as far as Mold, In Flintshire.) 
The bishop, hav ing been a m ilitary 
commander in his youth, placed his 
men in an adv antageous position and 
then started one of the songs of the 
church. This song began at the com­ 
mencement of the battle, and so v ocif­ 
erously did the Britons sing the re­ 
frain, “Halleluiah.” that the hills, ech­ 
oing with the sound, terrified their en- sicians. 
emies and caused them to flee in all di- ¿hree generations 
rections. 
This was calk'd the hallelu­ 
iah v ictory. The date is fixed by all 
historians at A, D. 429.
